If 
a Souldier would but dart up ſuch a Prayer to 
God, when he is fighting with his Enemy, he 
would certainly find it ſtrengthen his Courage 
and Reſolution, and give Efficacy to his Arms, 
as Scanderbeg's Arm to his Sword ; yea, and at 
length too, he would tind it get him Vidory ; 
for what can prevail ſo much againſt the Exe- 
my, as the fervent Prayers of a Righteous Man ? 
whereas they are Pow'red out by Faith, inthe 
Name of the Beloved, in whom alone we are ac- 


cepted, Eph. 1. Yea, they will faveus irom our 
Infernal Enemies, much rather from our Tem- 
poral.

at Land and Sea; leſt through Ingratirude we

He that 4s not thankful for Benefits received, 
is not worthy to receive any more; 1s the 
Dictate of common Reaſon it felt.
